Yet another fine example is in- 
cluded here this year: the 1979 Beachley 
Distinguished Professorship Address, 
‘Education vs. The Individual,” delivered 
last spring by Dr. Paul D. Schettler, Jr., the 
Jacob H. and Rachel Brumbaugh Professor 
of Chemistry. We think you will find Dr. 
- Schettler’s remarks both challenging and 
engaging. 

A final note about our cover: the subject, 
we're sure, needs no identification for any 
Juniatian. Some may not know, however, 
that Founders Hal! turned 100 last spring, 
and is now being readied for its own second 
century of service. “The Building,” as it was 
simply named at first, is undergoing signifi- 
cant structural restoration, but it will live on 
as the center for College administration and, 
for many, the focal point of all memories of 
campus.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


1978-79 


To Juniata’s Constituents: 


It is indeed my pleasure to submit to you the following report about Juniata’s 
103rd academic year. It was a year of meeting significant challenges in three main 
categories, which may be considered as before, during, and after a student’s 
Juniata career. 

In the before category, we had a record-setting recruitment year, with not only 
more prospective students applying and being enrolled, but also with those 
students being of better quality than in previous years. In the during category, the 
College revised its core curriculum, reaffirming and strengthening its commitment 
to liberal education. And, in the after category, a record number of Juniata’s alumni 
(52 percent) contributed $296,734 to Juniata’s development program. 

Meeting the Dana Alumni Challenge was a major objective of our development 
program in 1978-79. The Dana Foundation promised Juniata a $50,000 grant if: (1) 
a total of $38,000 in additional gifts were received from alumni for the Annual 
Support Fund, and (2) the percentage of alumni giving to the College were raised 
by six percent. Most exciting is that more than 52 percent—an eight percent 
increase over 1977-78—of Juniata’s alumni made a contribution to the College in 
1978-79, good enough to rank Juniata in the top one percent of alumni giving for all 
colleges and universities. | would like to express my personal gratitude to Juniata’s 
loyal alumni, and to Charles C. Brown, Jr. 59, Annual Support Fund chairman, and 
Richard C. Coffman ’59, immediate past president of the National Alumni 
Association, for the enthusiastic leadership during the special challenge. 

In two additional categories—the o/d and the new—significant progress also 
was made. Historic Founders Hall, constructed in 1879 and the College’s first 
building on the present campus, is undergoing structural renovation to assure its 
continued use for its second—and Juniata’s second—100 years. In the new 
category, the Humanities Center is now a reality, in turn completing the 
seventeenth Street Humanities Cluster. The College also has a new Admissions 
House, and the new H. B. Brumbaugh Alumni House is being prepared for 
occupancy. 

On behalf of Mrs. Binder, | wish to say that both of us have been pleased to 
serve the College this year, both professionally and socially, on campus and in 
various community activities. It was a good year and we look forward to being able 
to report the same in 1980.

ACADEMIC AFFAIRS 


Curriculum 


The most significant academic event of the 
past year was faculty approval of revisions of 
Juniata’s curriculum. Reaffirming the college's 
commitment to liberal education, the principal 
change involves implementation of a core cur- 
riculum of 13 courses, of which four each de- 
velop writing and expression skills, analytical 
skills and historical-cultural perspective. The 
fourth core unit, the existing “Senior Value 
Studies,” is designed to relate the previous 12 to 
each other and to students’ own value sysiems. 
Unaffected as degree requirements are the 
Freshman Conference advising program and the 
student-designed major—the 15-unit “Program 
of Emphasis’”—which allows students to tailor 
their studies to individual goals and needs. 


Advising 

To enhance academic advising which is cen- 
tral to the Program of Emphasis, Juniata re- 
ceived a $5,600 grant from the American As- 
sociation of Colleges (AAC). The grant—funded 
by the Ford Foundation and for a proposal titled 
“Integrating Career Education and Liberal Learn- 
ing through Improved Academic Advising’— 
was one of only 10 made by the AAC in a third 
round of 1978-79 Project Quill awards. For the 10 
grants, 100 proposals were submitted. Juniata’s 
grant was used to support a summer workshop 
for 20 selected faculty members. Among other 
guidance areas, the workshop focused on help- 
ing students to identify vocational objectives and 
abilities, to choose courses supportive of these, 
and to recognize the long-range value of liberal 
education. Also, the new fall-term, freshman ad- 
vising program will be more inclusive. 


Program 


In specific academic programs, Juniata ex- 
perienced considerable growth in four areas: 
economics and business administration, early 
childhood education, computer sciences and 
environmental studies. In a fifth area—that of 
social work—continued high interest has _ re- 
sulted in the College’s decision to apply for 
degree-granting accreditation. To facilitate this 
goal, Juniata added an additional social work 
faculty member—Karen Kimmel Lee—this fall.

Growth also has been evident in the Peace 
and Conflict Studies program directed by the 
Rev. M. Andrew Murray, campus minister. A 
highlight was the spring series of “World Issues 
Luncheons,” which brought outstanding speak- 
ers not only to luncheons in Ellis College Center, 
but more importantly, into the classroom and 
other campus contact with students and faculty 
members. Most notable of these speakers were 
Dr. Ramachandrin, a distinguished Indian 
statesman and diplomat, and Paul C. Warnke, 
former chief U.S. SALT II negotiator. 

Also expanding is the 385-acre Environmen- 
tal Studies Field Station, located on Raystown 
Lake and leased from the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. Heavily utilized by students as well as 
visiting researchers, the Field Station provides 
one of the most unique opportunities in environ- 
mental science of any college or university in the 
nation. Contributing to this uniqueness is the 
steady growth of the Station’s “Sugar Bush,” a 
maple syrup processing facility. The “Sugar 
Bush,” built by students under the direction of 
Dr. Robert L. Fisher, professor of biology, pro- 
duced some 50 gallons of maple syrup last 
spring. | 

Community-oriented continuing education, 
under the direction of Dr. Duane F. Stroman, 
prospered with some 332 persons enrolling in 
seven credit and 21 non-credit offerings. The 
widely-varied non-credit courses were especial- 
ly popular, attracting some 262 students. 

To expand the College’s commitment to pro- 
viding this valuable community service, two new 


programs have been added in continuing 
education: a two year, six-course Certificate Pro- 
gram in Management, and the Real Estate Pro- 
gram, a multi-course, multi-term offering ap- 
proved by the Pennsylvania Real Estate Pro- 
gram. Most significant is that the Management 
package is being offered both on campus and at 
Everett High School, a plan intended to make 
this innovative program more easily accessible 
to a greater number of area residents. 

For the second year, Juniata participated in 
ELDERHOSTEL, a national program of college- 
study for senior citizens. Its 92 participants— 
more than twice as many as the 39 in 1978, who 
came from such diverse places as Florida, New 
York City and Texas—gave high marks to the 
College’s course offerings, which were designed 
especially for the Elderhostelers and taught by 
Juniata faculty members. 

Also this summer, 191 students attended 
Juniata's two summer sessions. 

“Summer of '79” performing arts series, 
sponsored by Juniata and the Army Corps of 
Engineers at Raystown Lake, featured some 22 
events—ranging from humorous dramatic pro- 
ductions to several dance presentations—and 
continued to draw large crowds. 

In a final note on programs, Juniata and four 
European institutions of higher education—three 
German and one French—are now participating 
in a special student-exchange program that will 
involve 13 Juniata students and 13 European 
students in 1979-80. Participating with Juniata 
are Germany's Universities of Marburg and 
Munster and the Munster Polytechnic Institute, 
and France’s Ecole des Hautes Etudes In- 
dustrielle of the “Federation Universitaire et 
Polytechnique de Lille.” Uniquely, as opposed to 
being general agreements between institutions 
as a whole, the College’s agreements with the 
European schools are “discipline-oriented’— 
that is, they are based on individual academic 
departments literally “swapping” qualified stu- 
dents in a one-for-one exchange according to 
the students’ expertise in sharply-focused areas 
of study. Because of the one-for-one nature of 
the exchange, all students pay their fees to their 
home institutions, thereby greatly facilitating the 
exchange process. 


Faculty 


Two additional positions, five replacements 
and this years J. Omar Good Visiting Dis- 
tinguished Professor of Evangelical Christianity 
bring to 71 the number of full-time faculty mem- 
bers beginning the 1979-80 academic year. In 
addition, James R. Donaldson '67 joined the 
faculty this past spring as an assistant professor 


“of economics and business administration. 


The eight new faculty members are: the Rev. 
Dr. George M. Docherty, J. Omar Good Pro- 
fessor; Karen Kimmel Lee, assistant professor of 
sociology; Kenneth P. Counselman, assistant 
professor of education; Janet B. Phillips, instruc- 
tor in education; Kim Richardson, instructor in 
education; Terry A. Bahn, instructor in 
mathematics-computer science; Thomas J. 
Baldino, instructor in political science; and J. 
Cole Puvogel, reference librarian. 

The Rev. Dr. Docherty succeeds Dr. E. Earle 
Ellis, a noted New Testament scholar and pro- 
fessor of Biblical studies at New Brunswick (N.J.) 
Seminary, as the J. Omar Good Professor. Min- 
ister emeritus of the New York Avenue Presby- 
terian Church in Washington, D.C., the Scottish- 
born Dr. Docherty has lived in St. Andrews, 
scotland, since his retirement in 1976. 


Libraries 


Modern technology, an expanding wealth of 
information and a new director of libraries high- 
lighted the year for Juniata’s libraries. Dr. David 
H. Eyman, who holds his Ph.D. and master of 
library science degree from the University of 
Michigan, is the new director. 

Under Dr. Eyman’s direction, the L.A. 
Beeghly and Myers Science Libraries are mov- 
ing toward a more computerized operation, with 
on-line computers providing access to millions of 
bibliographical records shared by an ever-in- 
creasing number of libraries which subscribe to 
the national service. Juniata’s electronic data 
terminal and printer—as well as several new 
pieces of audio-visual playing and recording 
equipment—were made possible by a grant 
from the Pew Memorial Trust of Philadelphia. The 
new electronic equipment reflects the national 
trend of libraries to move from printed materials 
to electronically-stored materials, and the 
College's new library equipment not only supple- 


en wet supp A he 
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ments, but often supercedes, traditional print 
collections. Furthermore, the library now has a 
computer terminal linked to the College Com- 
puter Center, greatly enhancing student and 
faculty access throughout the College's 18 de- 
partments. 


Admissions 


Despite increased competition for students 
from expanding numbers and forms of institu- 
tions, Juniata welcomed a record freshman class 
this fall. Enrollment in the Class of 1983 stands at 
414 students, with 31 transfers boosting the new- 
student total to 445. The freshman class is also 
an excellent class academically, with SAT 
scores 30 points higher and a 13 percent im- 
provement in high school: class standings over 
last year’s freshman class. The College began its 
104th academic year, then, with its largest enroll- 
ment ever—1250 full-time students, up from the 
previous record high of 1206 in the fall of 1971. 
In addition, the male-female ratio for the 
freshman class now stands at almost 50-50. 

Gayle W. Kreider, a 1968 Juniata graduate, 
assumed her duties as director of admissions on 
July 1. A member of the admissions staff since 
1972, Mrs. Kreider served as associate director 
from September, 1977, to the time of her new 
appointment. She previously served the office as 
assistant to the director, as an admissions coun- 
selor and as assistant director. 


STUDENT SERVICES 





Admissions House 


Housing 


With the largest student body in its history, 
the College is anticipating a 100 percent oc- 
cupancy level in its residence halls this fall. In 
fact, creating living space for all our students has 
presented something of a problem, but one that 
is being met successfully. The Mission House, a 
former faculty apartment complex at 18th and 
Washington Streets, will be used as a residence 
hall this year, housing some 20 students. 

Resident assistants received comprehensive 
training last fall during a two-day workshop 
which focused on, among other issues, student 
development, communications skills, values clar- 


ification and interpretation of College policies. 
During the winter and spring, respectively, they 
also participated in a Cardio-Pulmonary Re- 
suscitation Certification Workshop and a four- 
hour workshop sponsored by the Committee on 
Alcohol Study and Education. 

Finally, the joint efforts of the Housing Office 
and the Physical Plant have resulted in Juniata’s 
residence halls being in much better physical 
condition than last year. All residence halls re- 
ceived a thorough cleaning, and many repairs 
and preventive maintenance measures were 
carried out. 


Summer Orientation 


Highlighted by staff and faculty advising, 
informational sessions on housing, financial aid 
and career planning, this year’s summer orien- 
tation program attracted some 90 percent of the 
incoming freshman class. The parents of most of 
the students also attended, becoming involved 
in discussions about their expectations, the cur- 
riculum, housing, financial aid, and related mat- 
ters. 


Counseling 


Counseling of students continues to be a 
priority and has increased greatly with the addi- 
tion of Dr. Jay Buchanan, full-time counselor, to 
the student services staff. Dr. Buchanan's coun- 
seling falls into three categories: career explora- 
tion, social and personal adjustment counseling, 
and academic support counseling. In addition, 
students on academic probation participated in 
a two-part counseling and study-skills develop- 
ment program. Also, a four-part, study-skills 
workshop was designed, emphasizing time 
management, note-taking skills, test-taking skills 
and reading skills. 


Career Planning and Placement 


The level of student involvement in career 
counseling sessions, resume preparation semi- 
nars and job-seeking strategy sessions iIn- 
creased by 18 percent over an already-high 
level in 1977-78. The third edition of the Senior 
Profiles Book—a collection of students’ resumes 
mailed to some 250 prospective employers na- 
tionwide—continues to be a productive means of 
cultivating contacts between our students and 
the corporate community, and Career Fair ‘79, 
with some 50 alumni and friends participating, 
resulted in approximately 850 contacts between 
students and resource persons. 

Twenty-six prospective employers also vis- 
ited the campus and conducted more than 338 
interviews, representing increases of two and 26, 
respectively. Further, 30 new resource materials 
have been added to the Career Library, bringing 
the total of such materials to some 330. In 
addition, a grant of $2,500 from the General 
Electric Educational Foundation will be used to 
strengthen a program of student preparation for 
taking employment interviews. Under this pro- 
gram, designed by Placement Director William 
B. Martin, videotapes of simulated interviews will 
be used to help students gain confidence and 
interviewing skills. 

In addition, Juniata placed three students in 
the Federal Government Summer Intern Pro- 
gram. The students served their internships with 
the U.S. Department of Treasury, the U.S. Senate 
and the U.S. Social Security Administration, and 
all reported having ‘“‘very worthwhile’ ex- 
periences. 


Athletics 


Intercollegiate, club and intramural athletics 
continued to be a major, growing part of the 
College's activities program. As in the past, a 
very high percentage of Juniata’s students (more 
than 80 percent) participated in some dozen 
intramural sports. One club was added 
(women’s cross country), bringing the total clubs 
to six, while one varsity team has been added 
this fall, bringing the total to 13. The latter, 
soccer, will be coached by the former soccer 
club advisor, Klaus A. G. Jaeger, assistant pro- 
fessor of German. 


Team highlights on the varsity level included 
a second-place conference finish (Middle Atlan- 
tic) by the second-year volleyball team, and a 
perfect 5-0 season in track. Individually, junior 
Joe Paskill became Juniata’s initial wrestling All- 
American, finishing sixth in the NCAA Division III 
national championships, and senior hurdler Bob 
McNelly became Juniata’s first track All-Ameri- 
can, finishing fourth in Division III. 

Senior basketball guard Bob Musser was 
further named as a small-college Academic All- 
American; five football players were named All- 
East (ECAC Division III Southern Region), includ- 
ing junior tailback DeWayne Rideout, also 
named All-East by the New York Times for all 
divisions; and nine players were named All- 
Conference in football, basketball and baseball. 
In national statistical “Top 10’s,” the football 
team was ranked in total and passing defense; 
Rideout was ranked in rushing and scoring; 
senior basketball guard Roger Galo was ranked 
in national scoring; and freshman second 
baseman Ed McEwen led all freshmen in 
baseball batting averages.

The Board of Trustees—as well as the entire 
College community—suffered a great loss dur- 
ing the weekend of the Board’s Annual Spring 
Meeting. | refer, of course, to the death of C. 
Jewett Henry, immediate past chairman of the 
Board, who expired at his Huntingdon home only 
one day after retiring from the Board. Mr. Henry, 
a 1929 Juniata graduate, had served on the 
Board since 1959, chairing it since 1976. 

Charles C. Ellis, of New York City, a 1940 
graduate and senior vice president-finance, 
RCA, was elected Chairman of the Board, while 
Joseph R. Good '33 of Hollidaysburg was 
elected vice chairman. Mr. Good succeeds Dr. 
Calvert N. Ellis '23 while John W. Swigart ’30 of 
Huntingdon was re-elected as secretary and 
treasurer. 

Four new members were also elected to the 
Board: Harold B. Brumbaugh '33, vice president 
emeritus for college relations; W. Clemens Ros- 
enberger 54, pastor of the Lititz Church of the 
Brethren: Dorothy L. Hershberger ‘50 of 
Martinsburg; and G. Lawrence Landes ’59 of 
Souderton, director of Sellersville’s Marriage and 
Counseling Service, Penn Foundation for Mental 
Heaith. Mr. Brumbaugh wii! serve the final year of 
a three-year term vacated by Thomas R. Miller 
‘36, while Rev. Rosenberger will fill the seat 
vacated by his father, Lester M. Rosenberger, for 
a three-year term. Mr. Rosenberger was further 
granted emeritus trustee status. 

Mrs. Hershberger, nominated by the 
College’s National Alumni Association, suc- 
ceeds Charles C. Brown, Jr. '59, as one of three 
alumni representatives to the Board. Mr. Landes, 
representing the Atlantic-Northeast District of the 
Church of the Brethren, succeeds Frances W. 
Zimmerman '54 as one of three Church repre- 
sentatives. Both new Trustees will serve three- 
year terms, as did their predecessors. 

In addition to Mr. Swigart, six other incum- 
bents were re-elected to three year terms: Dale 
W. Detwiler of Roaring Spring; Henry H. Gibbel 
'57 of Lititz; Warren F. Groff ’49 of Oak Brook, Ill; 
W. Newton Long, dr. ’40, of Atlanta, Ga.; John D. 
Phillips of New York City; and Klare S. Sun- 
derland ‘56 of Camp Hill. 


100th COMMENCEMENT 


Juniata’s 100th Commencement—during 
which 193 students were awarded B.A. and B.S. 
degrees—featured speaker Vincent A. Sarni, 
group vice president-chemicals of PPG In- 
dustries, Inc. Mr. Sarni pleased the graduates by 
noting his awareness of “the outstanding reputa- 
tion of the chemistry department on this cam- 
pus.” During his well-received address, Mr. 
sarni urged members of the Class of ’79 to 
commit themselves to building a better America, 
remarking that ‘each individual can and should 
play a part in making society better and still more 
responsive’ to the needs of its citizens. It was 
aiso the College’s great pleasure to bestow upon 
Mr. Sarni an honorary doctor of laws degree, 
recognizing his selfless contributions to Ameri- 
can society in a number of capacities. 

During Commencement, two faculty mem- 
bers were honored with distinguished teaching 
awards. Dr. Kenneth H. Rockwell 57, professor 
of biology, received the annual Beachley Dis- 
tinguished Professor Award, with which his 
father, Dr. Donald M. Rockwell, was also hon- 
ored in 1970. The Rockwells share the distinction 
of being the only father-son recipients of the 12- 
year-old award. Dr. Linda Sue Esch ‘68, an 
assistant professor of mathematics, received the 
second annual Lindback Foundation Award for 
Distinguished Teaching, awarded an outstand- 
ing faculty member who has served the College 
for less than seven years. 

Dr. Warren F. Groff '49, president of Bethany 
Theological Seminary in Oak Brook, Ill., also 
delivered an inspired sermon—'The Divided 
Cultural Imagination and Our Response’ —dur- 
ing the Baccalaureate Service. 


BUILDINGS 
AND GROUNDS 


Structural restoration work on the College’s 
oldest and dearest existing building—Founders 
Hall—is progressing, with the $385,000 project 
expected to be completed by late November. 
Work on the 100-year-old administration building 
was deemed necessary to support the wooden 
timbers used in its original construction. As the 
project is being completed, the College’s admin- 
istrative offices are temporarily housed in several 
other campus buildings. 

Sharing the campus spotlight this fall with the 
College’s oldest building is its newest one, the 
recently completed Humanities Center. Located 
in the Humanities Cluster on 17th Street between 
Moore and Mifflin, the $417,000 facility is now 
occupied, with dedication ceremonies sched- 
uled for the spring of 1980. In addition to the 
Humanities Center, the Humanities Cluster— 
funded through a matching grant from the 
Charles A. Dana Foundation—includes the pre- 
viously existing Carnegie Hall, |. Harvey Brum- 
baugh House, Robert C. Baker House (formerly 
the Faculty Club), Nye House and James Quinter 
House (formerly the college manse), all of which 
have been renovated or refurbished. 

Also new this year was the Admissions 
~ House, 415 18th St. The new quarters provide for 
improved waiting and counseling rooms, as well 
as for more streamlined office procedures. Final- 
ly, the Gehrett House at 1715 Mifflin St.— 
selected last year as the future location of the 
Harold B. Brumbaugh Alumni House—is being 
prepared for occupancy, which is expected to 
occur during December. 


BUSINESS AFFAIRS 


Despite unrelentless inflation, the business 
and finance operations were able to maintain a 
balanced budget during the past year. In fact, 
the 1978-79 budget of $7,680,675 not only was 
balanced, but also “in the black’ by several 
thousand dollars. Included in the budget were 
monies for capital improvements to a number of 
older buildings, and despite rising unit costs for 
energy, the College was able to reduce energy 
costs through improvements to the steam dis- 
tribution system and through a more favorable 
mix of fuels. 


DEVELOPMENT 


The Dana Challenge and ASF 


Meeting the Charles A. Dana Foundation's 
challenge to increase the percentage of alumni 
contributions was a major objective of the de- 
velopment program in 1978-79. With 52 percent 
of Juniata’s loyal alumni contributing, the 
challenge was met, and Juniata received a 
$50,000 grant from the foundation for doing so. 
As stipulated by the foundation, the first objec- 
tive of the challenge was to increase the per- 
centage of alumni donors to 50 percent (from 44 
percent in 1977-78), with the College receiving 
$2,000 per percentage point of increase up to 
six percentage points. Dollar-wise, the Founda- 
tion agreed to match, dollar for dollar, any in- 
crease over last year’s total contributions 
($109,243) up to $38,000—a goal that was sur- 
passed by some $20,000. Juniata’s percentage 
of alumni giving ranks the College in the top one 
percent of all colleges and universities in Ameri- 
ca. 

In addition to meeting the requirements of the 
Dana Challenge, Juniata's alumni established a 
new record for alumni giving to the Annual 
Support Fund (ASF) by contributing $167,718. 
Overall, the 1978-79 ASF campaign—under the 
direction of Charles C. Brown, Jr. '59—was also 
a record-setter, with $252,344 being con- 
tributed, up from the 1977-78 total of $216,760. 


$1- Million Contributed 
From Private Sources 


More than $1 million was contributed to the 
College from private sources including individ- 
uals, corporations, foundations and monies for 
research through comprehensive government 
grants. Overall gifts and grants to the College 
from private sources, comprehensive govern- 
ment research grants, state scholarship grants 
and federal monies amounted to approximately 
$2 million. 


Church -College Relations 


Juniata’s warm relationship with the Church 
of the Brethren continued to prosper, with 
Joseph M. Mason, Middle District Executive, 
serving as president of the Church-College Rela- 
tions Council. The communications committee 
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has been helping with the admissions effort and 
has been effective in bringing fine groups of 
Brethren young people to campus. Brethren 
Campus Day gave students :deas on how to go 
about choosing a college, while the Spring Youth 
Rally enabled some 100 young people to come 
together for fellowship, study and recreation. 
Leadership for the Rally included Kenneth 
McDowell '38, church executive; Glenn '75 and 
Kim '75 Mitchell; and Juniata’s Deputation Club. 

The Council also assisted in hosting the Min- 
isters and Spouses seminar for the Middle and 
Western Districts in March. Some 30 ministers 
and their spouses attended the program, which 
featured presentations by faculty members Dr. 
Earl C. Kaylor, Jr. ’46, and George T. Dolnikowski 
ek 

During May, Dr. Robert Neff, general secretary 
of the Church of the Brethren, and Mr. McDowell 
were on campus for a “Short Church-College 
Discourse.” They were joined in a panel dis- 
cussion by Dr. Kaylor and Dean of Academic 
Affairs Dr. Donald T. Hartman and myself. The 
“Discourse,” the first of its kind in recent history, 
was successful in stimulating discussion and an 
exchange of ideas between the Brethren repre- 
sentatives and faculty and administration mem- 
bers. 


Public Relations 


Juniata has continued to benefit from effec- 
tive, ever-expanding programs of publications, 
general news dissemination, sports information 
and special promotions. Particularly successful 
this year has been a new publications program 
in support of student recruitment, which has (1) 
aided immediately in the record admissions yield 
and (2) established a more effective, appealing 
and consistent basic system for the future. Major 
improvement was realized in content selection, 
writing style and design concept. Also, the 1979- 
80 program has already been outlined and pro- 
duction of many pieces begun, facilitating yet 
further refinement in all respects. 

Beyond the admissions publications, major 
gains were also made in continued upgrading of 
both graphics and content of the Juniata Bulletin, 
and high quality was maintained in our many 
other pieces, most notably in the Report of Gifts. 
In all, some 160 pieces were produced this year, 


ranging from simple office-file cards to the 
Catalog. 

Four sports publications—press guides for 
football, men’s basketball, field hockey and 
cross country—were judged ‘Best in the Nation” 
for the NCAA Division III, while a fifth, the vol- 
leyball guide, received an honorable mention. 
Additionally, the Bulletin received an honorable 
mention from the National Schoo! Public Rela- 
tions Association, quite an honor in that it was 
compared to similar publications of much larger 
institutions. 

In the news bureau operation, production of 
all news releases continued to grow, and in 
sports information, an unusually large number of 
Juniata athletes have been accorded prestigious 
post-season honors. 

Finally, in the area of special promotions, new 
gains were made with the Artist Series, where 
patron memberships were almost doubled; the 
Choir Tour again was termed a large success; 
and the Summer Arts Series at Raystown Lake 
again received superb publicity. 


Assistant Director of 
Public Relations 


C. Thomas Ressler joined the administrative 
Staff last spring as assistant director of public 
relations. A native of Sunbury and Lewisburg, 
Ressler holds B.A. (1972) and M.A. (1976) 
degrees in English from Bucknell University. 
Prior to coming to Juniata, he wrote for the 
Paperback Review in Nashville, Tenn., was a 
reporter and feature writer for the Gallatin (Tenn.) 
Examiner-News, taught freshman composition at 
Gallatin’s Volunteer State Community College, 
and most recently, edited the Shippensburg, 
(Pa.)

The following bequests were made to Juniata 
during the 1978-79 fiscal year. 


Roxie S. Detwiler 


Through Church of the Brethren, family and 
trustee interests in Juniata, the late Roxie S. 
Detwiler left a bequest of $25,000 to the Col- 
lege in her will, an act which typified her long- 
time involvement. Her husband, Dale, has 
served on the Juniata Board of Trustees since 
1949, and their children include Charlotte 
(Mrs. Sydney Clark) ‘55, Shirley (Mrs. Wesley 
Lingenfelter) ‘55 and Donald '64. These funds 
have been used to furnish the lounge in the 
new Humanities Center as a memorial recog- 
nizing her concerned and devoted services to 
the College 


Elmer L. Esbenshade 


From the plain tradition of Brethren Mennonites 
and Dutch Reformed, a retired farmer, the late 
Elmer L. Esbenshade, became a generous 
contributor to numerous charitable institutions 
including Juniata College. He converted the 
funds accrued from industrial development on 
his farms in Manheim Pike, Lancaster, into 
charitable annuities, a concept he learned from 
the Presbyterian Board of Missions. 
Furthermore, in his will he left a bequest of 
$85,867 to Juniata, which has been added to 
the College’s general endowment fund. 


Averista B. Waina 


A long-time contributor to Juniata through the 
Greensburg Church of the Brethren, the late 
Averista B. Waina made a bequest to the 
College for unrestricted purposes. 


Katherine L. Oakman 


A prominent businesswoman, the late 
Katherine L. Oakman established a scholarship 
fund of $5,000 in her name through a bequest 
to Juniata. Her will stated “This gift is to be 
added to the College Endowment Scholarship 
Fund, the income only to be used every year for 
scholarships.” Her residence was at 1503 Mif- 
flin Street, Huntingdon. 





Merit 
Scholarships 


Each year, the College awards a number 
of scholarships to students of superior 
academic attainment, character and/or 
leadership potential, which are based 
solely on merit and on the criteria listed 
by the benefactors of each scholarship. 
These include: 


Alumni Annual Support Fund Scholar- 
ships (1976). Provided through the tradi- 
tionally generous support of the Juniata 
Alumni Association, up to twenty (20) 
scholarships ranging in value to $1,000 per 
year are awarded to members of each enter- 
ing class. Awards are made regardless of 
financial need, and selection is based on 
class rank (normally upper 20%), achieve- 
ment as shown through the SAT (normally, 
scores should total 1100, with at least 550 on 
the Verbal), and demonstrated levels of char- 
acter, leadership and citizenship. Awards are 
renewable for up to four years ifa‘’B”’ average 
(3.0 out of 4.0) is maintained. 


Brumbaugh-Ellis Presidential Scholar- 
ships (1976). Named in honor of five of the 
eight Juniata presidents who have served the 
College with distinction — Henry B. Brum- 
baugh, Martin Grove Brumbaugh, |. Harvey 
Brumbaugh, Charles C. Ellis and Calvert N. 
Ellis — up to ten (10) scholarships of $1,500 
per year are awarded to accepted applicants 
for each entering class regardless of financial 
need. Normally, recipients must rank in the 
upper 10% of their secondary school classes 
and demonstrate excellent achievement 
through the SAT (scores should total 1100, 
with at least 550 on the Verbal). Awards are 
renewable for up to four years if a ‘“B” average 
(3.0 out of 4.0) is maintained. 


The Charles C. Ellis Memorial Scholar- 
ships (1951). A fund was established by 
friends and alumni of Juniata as a memorial to 
the late Dr. Charles C. Ellis, who had served 
the College as teacher, Vice-President, Presi- 
dent, President Emeritus, and Trustee from 
1894 until his death in 1950. Grants are 
awarded to students who have demonstrated 
unusual competence in scholarship and good 
citizenship irrespective of need. 


The Gateway Travel Foreign Language 
Scholarship (1977). Provided through the 
generosity of Gateway Travel Center of Hunt- 
ingdon, this award is made annually to an 
incoming freshman displaying outstanding 
potential and desire to study languages. 
Selection is based on a competency test, aca- 
demic merit, interest in foreign languages 
and a personal interview with members of the 
Foreign Language Studies Department. 


Honor Society Scholarship (1978). Estab- 
lished by contributions to the Honor Society 
Fund, a scholarship is awarded annually to 
students selected on the basis of grade point 
average; constructive, thoughtful and crea- 
tive use of the program of emphasis; and 


extracurricular activities. Selection is made 
by the Honor Society Scholarship Selection 
Committee. 


The Richard M. Simpson Memorial 
Scholarship Fund (1960). Friends of the late 
Honorable Richard M. Simpson, a member of 
the United States House of Representatives 
from 1937-60, aided by corporations and indi- 
viduals from across the country, established 
an endowment, the income from which shall 
be used for scholarships at Juniata. Selection 
of recipients is made by a committee ap- 
pointed by the President of the College. 


The Elizabeth Bailey Thornbury Pre-Law 
Student Scholarship (1979). A scholarship of 
$500 is presented at the Fall Convocation toa 
senior who will enter law school following 
graduation from Juniata, whose grade point 
average is at least 3.2, who scores at least 600 
onthe LSAT, who has made positive contribu- 
tions to campus life, and who performs suc- 
cessfully in an interview with the President, 
Pre-Law Committee, Dean of Student Ser- 
vices and Dean of Academic Affairs. This 
award was established in the name of the late 
Mrs. Thornbury, a 1929 Juniata graduate and 
daughter of the late Hon. Thomas F. Bailey, 
President Judge of Huntingdon County from 
1916-36. 


Need-based 
Scholarships 


In addition to merit scholarships, alumni 
and friends of the College have estab- 
lished numerous awards for students 
who demonstrate financial need 
through analysis of the Financial Aid 
Form (FAF). For any of these need-based 
scholarships, an FAF is required for 
consideration. 


Alumni Scholarships (1949). The Alumni 
Fund provides $1,200 for scholarships. An 
award is made annually to a promising enter- 
ing student and distributed to the student in 
equal parts over a four-year period. 


The A. Warren Angstadt Scholarship 
(1977). Through an annual gift from A. Warren 
Angstadt 32, of York, Pa., this scholarship of 
$125 per year is awarded to a student who 
shows financial need, is academically worthy, 
and is also a member of the tennis team. 


The Jennie C. and Francis Baker Scholar- 
ship (1946). Children of the late Francis Baker 
and Jennie C. Baker of Everett, Pa., have pro- 
vided a scholarship fund, the income from 
which is used to assist worthy young people 
at Juniata. Preference is given to residents of 
Bedford County. 


Robert C. Baker Fund (1976). Ascholarship 
fund has been established from the residue of 





deferred gifts, and gifts from the family and 
friends of Robert C. Baker ’21. Mr. Baker was 
a former Chairman of the Board of American 
Security and Trust Company of Washington, 
D.C., and a member of the Juniata Board of 
Trustees. The income of this fund is used to 
assist worthy young people at Juniata. 


The Frederick and Mary F. Beckley 
Scholarship Fund (1978). Designated for 
left-handed students, this unusual award was 
established with a bequest from the estate of 
the late Mary F. Beckley of Elizabethtown and 
her husband, Frederick, a 1922 Juniata grad- 
uate. 


The Bethany Brethren Hospital Brethren 
College Scholarship (1959). Bethany Breth- 
ren Hospital, Chicago, makes available each 
year a tuition scholarship of $500 to a student 
who is entering the nursing or health-related 
professions. This is awarded on the basis of 
general aptitude and financial need. 


Blanche Black Memoriai Scholarship 
(1977). A fund in memory of Miss Blanche 
Black has been established by Mrs. Ann 
Rhinesmith and family of Huntingdon. The 
fund is used to assist needy and worthy stu- 
dents. 


Professor Jacob H. Brumbaugh Scholar- 
ship in Chemistry (1937). As a memorial to the 
late Professor Jacob H. Brumbaugh, teacher 
1877-1924, Principal 1879-1881 and 1883- 
1893, Trustee 1884-1934, his son, the late Pro- 
fessor Norman J. Brumbaugh, established a 
fund to aid students majoring in chemistry 
who have completed the preceding year’s 
work with distinction.

The Norman J. Brumbaugh Chemistry 
Scholarship (1954). To honor the memory of 
the late Professor Norman J. Brumbaugh, his 
former students and other friends established 
a scholarship fund, the income of which is 
used to assist students majoring in chemistry. 
Professor Brumbaugh, a member of the Class 
of 1906, was Chairman of the Chemistry 
Department from 1925 until 1949. 


The Buchanan Building Supply Company 
Scholarship (1979). A grant provided by the 
Buchanan Building Supply Company has 
established a scholarship of $500 available 
primarily to a student whose parent(s) are 
employed by the company. If no such student 
is enrolled at Juniata, the grant is available to 
a student from Huntingdon County showing 
need. 


The Mary Eliza Steele Buckley Fund 
(1934). Contributed by the late Mrs. Anna T. 
Fletcher of Washington, D.C., in memory of 
her mother, Mary Eliza Steele Buckley, this 
fund provides for a scholarship of $150 each 
year to a student selected by the President of 
the College. 


- The Philip Cabot Scholarship (1936). 
Through the generosity of the late Professor 
Philip Cabot of Harvard University, the Col- 
lege awards annually a scholarship of $50 toa 
graduate of some recognized secondary 
school whose qualifications give promise of 
superior college achievement. 


The Charles J. Cherry Memorial Scholar- 
ship (1956). A fund, established in memory of 
the late Charles J. Cherry of Lewistown, Pa., 
by his widow and son, provides a scholarship 
fora student from the Middle District of Penn- 
sylvania of the Church of the Brethren. 
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The Church of the Brethren Annual Sup- 
port Fund Scholarship (1976). Established on 
the 100th anniversary of Juniata’s founding, 
this scholarship is provided by contributions 
to the College’s Annual Support Fund from 
individuals and Church of the Brethren con- 
gregations. Through it, grants are made to 
students who are members of the Church of 
the Brethren and show need for financial 
assistance in order to attend Juniata. 
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Cressweil-Shellenberger Scholarship 
Fund (1971). Through a bequest, the late John 
E. and Beulah Cresswell Shellenberger ’19 
provided for endowed scholarships. In award- 
ing these scholarships, preference is given to 
Students majoring in science. 


The Croner Scholarships in Economics 
and Business Administration (1978). Estab- 
lished by Mr. and Mrs. Earl D. Croner '38 of 
Berlin, Pa., three $500 awards are made to 
incoming freshmen for their freshman years 
only. Selection is based on interest in study- 
ing business administration, financial need, 
motivation and enterprise. The last two cri- 
teria are assessed through essays by each 
candidate and through interviews of finalists 
selected from among the essayists. 


The Robert B. and frene S. Curry Scholar- 
ship Funds (1974). Former residents of 
Hollidaysburg, Pa., Mr. and Mrs. Robert B. 
Curry provided, through a bequest, two 
scholarships at Juniata: the Robert B. Curry 
Scholarship and the Irene S. Curry Scholar- 
ship. Preference is given to students from 
Blair County. 


The Dilling Early Childhood Scholarship 
(1979). Ascholarship honoring the memory of 
their parents, Abner B. ‘08 and Susie W. '04 
Dilling, has been established by Sophia V. and 
Susanna L. Dilling to be awarded annually toa 
student pursuing studies in Early Childhood 
Education. 


The J. Walter Englar Fund (1937). By the 
will of the late J. Walter Englar of New Wind- 
sor, Md., the income from the residue of his 
estate is devoted to scholarships for young 
people from the State of Maryland. Provision 
is made for others to become the bene- 
ficiaries if the entire income is not needed by 
Maryland students. 


The First National Bank of Mapleton 
Scholarships (1974). Two $500 scholarships 
are provided each year by the First National 
Bank of Mapieton Depot, Pa. Recipients are 
selected for their financial need and aca- 
demic and personal merit. Preference is given 
to students from the communities served by 
the bank. 


The Anna Fisher Scholarships (1953). The 
income of a fund, established by the late Miss 
Anna Fisher of Huntingdon, is designated for 
the assistance of students according to a 
preferential rating: first, to members of the 
United Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, especially residents of 
Huntingdon or vicinity; second, to students 
who expect to engage in religious work; and 
third, to other students at the discretion of the 
President of the College. 


The Benjamin Fox Scholarship Award 
(1974). The Elco Corporation, a division of 
Gulf & Western, provides $1,000 annually fora 
scholarship fund in honor of Benjamin Fox, 
founder and chief executive officer of the 
corporation. Preference is given to eligible 
children of Elco employees or to worthy stu- 
dents from the Huntingdon area. 


Rebecca Shank Funk Scholarship (1943). 
As a memorial to her grandmother, Rebecca 
Shank Funk, Miss Rello Oller ‘20 of Waynes- 
boro, Pa., has provided an annual amount of 
$500 as a scholarship for music students. 


The Henry R. and Florence B. Gibbel 
Scholarship (1934 and 1971). This scholar- 
ship fund was initially established by the late 
Florence B. Gibbel as a memorial to her hus- 
band. Both Mrs. Gibbel and her husband had 
served on the Juniata Board of Trustees. At 
her death, Mrs. Gibbel provided an additional 
benefaction and the memorial fund was re- 
named. In line with the interests of the Gibbel 
family, income from the fund is awarded an- 
nually to “a student whose life exemplifies the 
virtues and values of the Christian faith.” 


The S. C. Gnagey Scholarship Fund (1965). 
Vicie Gnagey of Greenville, Ohio, widow of 
the late S.C. Gnagey '05, has established a 
fund, the income from which is used as a 
scholarship fund to assist worthy young peo- 
ple interested in a Christian education, to be 
selected by the President of the College. 


The Ida R. Gray Scholarships (1945). The 
late H.E.D. Gray of Waynesboro, Pa., pro- 
vided scholarships in memory of his wife, Ida 
R. Gray. Preference is given to young people 
from Quincy and Washington Townships, 
Franklin County. 


The W. P. and Ruth C. Harley Scholarship 
(1962). A fund has been established by the late 
William Price Harley '11 and his wife, Ruth 
Cunningham Harley ‘27, to provide financial 
assistance to worthy students who have com- 
pleted satisfactorily the first year at the Col- 
lege. Preference is given to students pre- 
paring for teaching, the Christian ministry or 
premedical science. 


The Dr. C. Lester Hess Memorial Scholar- 
ship (1978). A scholarship fund has been 
established as a memorial to the late C. Lester 
Hess, M.D., a 1922 Juniata graduate and Al- 
toona physician for some 45 years. The in- 
come is used to assist worthy young people at 
Juniata. 


Jacob H. Hollinger Memorial Scholarship 
(1957). This fund was established as a me- 
moriai to Mr. Hollinger of Washington, D.C., a 
Juniata student in 1895 and a member of the 
Board of Trustees, 1949-52. 


The Fred and Joseph Howe Jr. Scholar- 
ship Fund (1977). A bequest from the parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Howe, has estab- 
lished scholarships for intelligent, worthy and 
needy students who would otherwise be un- 
able financially to attend Juniata. 


The Joseph M. Howe Sr. Scholarship Fund 
(1977). The late Mr. Howe, Sr., provided a 
generous gift for scholarship assistance for 
Juniata students. The aid awarded will be 
determined by the College. 


The Huntingdon Area High School 
Scholarships. Trustees of the College have 
provided for ascholarship of $200 per year for 
two years, to be awarded annually to a mem- 
ber of the graduating class of the Huntingdon 
Area High Schooi. The beneficiary is recom- 
mended by the Huntingdon Board of Edu- 
cation. 


The Minna K. Hutchison Memorial 
Scholarship (1960). The late Fred R. Hutch- 
ison, M.D., of Huntingdon established a 
scholarship fund in memory of his wife. The 
income is given as a scholarship or scholar- 
ships for worthy premedical students. The 
scholarship shall continue for four years if the 
holder or holders maintain a satisfactory aca- 
demic average. 


International Student Scholarship Fund 
(1978). Harold L. Frederick, Jr. of Telford, Pa., 
a member of the Class of 1953, has estab- 
lished this fund to provide financial assis- 
tance for needy and worthy international stu- 
dents who might otherwise be unable to at- 
tend Juniata. 


Judson H. Kimmel, M.D. Memorial 
Scholarship (1973). Established by Mrs. Deb- 
orah A. Kimmel of Rochester, Minn., as a 
memorial to her late husband, a 1964 Juniata 
graduate, this schol&rship is for a senior who 
has demonstrated excellence in scholarship, 
independent research and a serious intent to 
pursue medical studies. 


The King Science Scholarship (1945). A 
fund was established by the late Dr. Samuel J. 
King '28 and his wife, Frances Shelly King ‘29. 
The income is used for students with limited 
financial resources who demonstrate excel- 
lence in scholarship, personality and char- 
acter. Preference is given to students in 
chemistry and premedical subjects. Recip- 
ients of these scholarships will, when able, 
hopefully add to or establish similar funds at 
the College. 


Flora C. Kirk Scholarship (1946). This fund 
was established by her daughter, the late 
Mary Kirk Spence of Philadelphia, a 1919 
Juniata graduate. 


The Chalender Lee Lesher Scholarships 
(1945). A fund was established by the late 
Chalender H. and Maude Simpson Lesher of 
Huntingdon in memory of their son, Lt. Chal- 
ender Lee Lesher, United States Army Air 
Corps, a 1939 Juniata graduate who gave his 
life in defense of our country. The income is 
used for scholarships for worthy Huntingdon 
young men of intellectual ability who partici- 
pate in athletics. 


The Christian R. and Mary F. Lindback 
Foundation Scholarship (1979). The Founda- 
tion has provided Juniata with a scholarship 
award given annually to a student who is a 
resident of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware or Maryland and who, in the opinion of 
the President of the College and by reason of 
scholastic attainment, character, personality 
and all-around ability, gives promise of bene- 


fiting therefrom and of being a useful and 
valuable citizen. 


The Barbara Ann Linton Scholarship 
(1954). As a memorial to their daughter and 
granddaughter, Barbara Ann Linton, the par- 
ents, the late Mr. Richard W. Linton and Mrs. 
Linton, and the grandmothers, the late Mrs. 
O. R. Myers and the late Mrs. Stewart Linton, 
all of Huntingdon, have contributed to a fund, 
the income of which is used for students 
majoring in music. 


The John William Linton Scholarship Fund 
(1974). A fund has been established by the late 
Richard W. Linton and Mrs. Linton of 
Huntingdon in memory of their son, John Wil- 
liam Linton, to provide financial assistance to 
worthy and needy students. 


The Betty J. Lockington Scholarship 
(1976). Through a bequest from Betty Jane 
Lockington of Bellefonte, Pa., Juniata has 
established a scholarship fund in her mem- 
ory. A retired teacher, Miss Lockington had 
received her first two years of college training 
at Juniata. The scholarship is available to a 
needy student of ability, with preference 
given to a graduate of the Bellefonte Area 
High School. 


The Malcolm and Amy Long Ministerial 
Scholarship Fund (1944). A fund has been 
established by Malcolm A. and the late Amy 
Fahrney Long of Baltimore, Md., asa scholar- 
ship for young men preparing for the Chris- 
tian ministry in the Church of the Brethren. 
Preference is given to students from the State 
of Maryland. 


Alexander Mack Scholarship Fund (1969). 
Members of the Church of the Brethren from 
the Atlantic Northeast, Middle and Western 
Districts of Pennsylvania contribute to a 
scholarship fund which was established in 
1969 as a memorial to Alexander Mack, the 
Founder. Preference is given to members of 
the Church of the Brethren. 





The James MacLaren Martin Memorial 
Scholarship (1964). The late Dr. Alex D. Mar- 
tin and Mrs. Martin of Colver established a 
scholarship fund in memory of their son and 
requested that the income be assigned an- 
nually to worthy and needy students in the 
sciences. 


The Cora Myers McNay Memorial 
Scholarship Fund (1966). The late Isaac New- 
ton McNay, husband of Cora Myers McNay, 
established a fund as a memorial to her to 
assist worthy Juniata students. The selection 
of students is based on established College 
qualifications for scholarship, and need is an 
important factor. 


Annie B. McPhail Scholarship Fund (1974). 
Through a bequest, an endowed scholarship 
fund was provided by the late Annie B. 
McPhail. It provides for the continuation of a 
scholarship for worthy young Juniata women 
which Miss McPhail had supported since 
1949. 


The Men’s Fellowship Ministerial Scholar- 
ship for Middle District of Pennsylvania 
(1942). The Church of the Brethren Men's 
Fellowship of the Middle District of Pennsyl- 
vania provides a scholarship of $250 to be 
awarded annually to a ministerial student 
from the District. 


The Kersey Mierley Scholarship (1938). 
This scholarship was provided in memory of 
J. Kersey Mierley, son of the late Dr. and Mrs. 
C. V. Mierley of Huntingdon and a 1921 grad- 
uate of the Juniata Academy. He was a stu- 
dent in the College from 1921-23, then trans- 
ferred to the Dental School of the University of 
Pittsburgh. Preference is given to young men 
from Huntingdon. 


The A. Brown Miller Scholarship Fund 
(1976). A gift from the estate of the late Irene 
Pennington Miller has been designated as a 
scholarship fund in memory of her late hus- 
band, A. Brown Miller '10 of Cleveland, Ohio. 
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Preference is given to students who are 
members of the Church of the Brethren. 


D. W. Miller, Inc. Scholarship (1973). Two 
scholarships of $500 each are provided an- 
nually by Dale W. Miller of Huntingdon for 
young men and women from Huntingdon 
County and surrounding areas. 


The Neva M. Miller Memorial Scholarship 
Fund (1960). The late Thomas F. Miller of 
Huntingdon established a scholarship fund in 
memory of his wife. The income is used for a 
scholarship or scholarships for young men 
with financial need and promise of success in 
life. Consideration is given to athletic ability 
and preference to the Huntingdon area. 
Recipients are selected by the President of 
the College. 


The Robert E. Miller Scholarships (1950). 
The late Robert E. Miller of Johnstown, Pa., 
established a fund, the income of which is 
used for the education of Johnstown area 
students who are members of the Church of 
the Brethren. Preference is given to those 
preparing for the ministry or missionary serv- 
ice. 


Ruth Morgan Scholarship Fund (1975). A 
fund in memory of Mrs. Ruth R. Morgan has 
been established by Mr. and Mrs. Jack Shuck 
and family of Huntingdon. The scholarship 
assists needy and worthy students. 


Mount Union Citizens’ Scholarship Fund 
(1965). Established by residents and busi- 
nesses of the Mount Union area during the 
Juniata Valley Campaign of 1965, this 
scholarship is used by one deserving and 
financially needy student per year from the 
Mount Union Area High School. 


Oscar R. Myers Scholarship (1945). A fund 
has been established by the late Mrs. Oscar R. 
Myers and her daughter, Mary Ruth (Myers) 
Linton, in memory of Oscar R. Myers, Pro- 
fessor of English at Juniata from 1905-24 and 
Treasurer of the College from 1924-42. The 
income is used for scholarships for students 
majoring in English. 


The Ross J. Nahrgang Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund (1978). This fund was established 
by Mr. and Mrs. Armond R. Nahrgang of 
Lewisburg, Pa., in memory of their son, a 1958 
Juniata graduate. 


The Eleanor B. North Scholarship Fund 
(1974). An endowed scholarship has been 
provided by Eleanor B. North of State College, 
Pa., a member of the Juniata English faculty 
from 1925-28. It is awarded annually to a 
young man or woman selected on the basis of 
character, potential and need. Preference is 
given to students preparing for the ministry or 

for full-time Christian service. 


The North American Indian Fund (1974). A 
fund was established by the late Ethel T. 
McCarthy ‘02 of Duarte, Cal., formerly of New- 
ville, Pa., to provide financial assistance for 
North American Indian students attending 
Juniata. 
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Katherine L. Oakman Memorial Scholar- 
ship (1979). A fund has been established in 
memory of the late Mrs. Katherine L. Oakman 
of Huntingdon, the purpose of which is to 
assist needy and worthy Juniata students. 


The Jesse R. Oller Scholarship (1944). By 
the will of the late Mrs. Ida R. Gray of Waynes- 
boro, Pa., ascholarship of $250 is used for the 
education of a boy or girl from Waynesboro. 


The Petersburg Manufacturing Company 
Scholarship (1978). A grant provided by the 
Petersburg (Pa.) Manufacturing Company 
has established a scholarship fund of $500 
available primarily to a student whose par- 
ent(s) is employed by the Company. If nosuch 
student is enrolled at Juniata, the grant is 
available to a student of need from Hunt- 
ingdon County, with preference given to 
Juniata Valley High School students. 


Ruth Whitehead Phillips Memorial Music 
Scholarship Fund (1964). A fund was estab- 
lished from the estate of Earl Phillips as a 
memorial to his late wife, Ruth Whitehead 
Phillips. The income is used primarily for 
music students. 


The Anna Gertrude Price Scholarship 
(1960). The heirs of the late Edward J. Price of 
Johnstown, Pa., have contributed a scholar- 
ship fund in memory of his daughter, Anna 
Gertrude Price ‘22. 


The Forrest B. Queer Ministerial Aid Fund 
(1976). By the will of the late Forrest B. Queer 
of Johnstown, Pa., a restricted endowment 
fund has been provided for financial as- 
sistance for young men and women desiring 
to enter the Christian ministry. 


H. E. Raffensperger Scholarship (1959). 
The late Horace E. Raffensperger of Eliza- 
bethtown, Pa., established a fund, the income 
from which is used as a scholarship for a 
student preparing for Christian education as 
a profession. 


The Dr. V.V. Rao Scholarship (1979). An 
annual award has been established by Dr. V.V. 
Rao of Huntingdon to assist students from his 
native land, India, in receiving an education at 
Juniata. Students eligible for consideration 
should have completed at least two years of 
undergraduate work in India. 


The J. Melvin and Rhoda Metz Rhodes 
Scholarship (1976). A gift from the late Dr. 
and Mrs. James Melvin Rhodes ’38 of Sebring, 
Fla., established a scholarship fund. At Juni- 
ata, Dr. Rhodes was Field Representative, 
1939-40, and Dean of Students and Director of 
Admissions, 1947-52. Mrs. Rhodes was Assis- 
tant Treasurer of Juniata from 1942-52. The 
income is given as a scholarship or scholar- 
ships for worthy students. These scholarships 
shall continue for four years if the recipient or 
recipients maintain a satisfactory record. 
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M. Brayden and Edna B. Ridenour 
Scholarship Fund (1972). Through a bequest, 
the late M. Brayden and Edna B. Ridenour of 
Hagerstown, Md., provided a scholarship 


fund. Preference is given to a member of the 
Hagerstown Church of the Brethren or a resi- 
dent of the State of Maryland. 


The Harvey B. Rinehart Scholarship Fund 
(1962). Income from this fund is used to assist 
students in acquiring an education at Juniata. 
Preference is given to members of the Church 
of the Brethren of Waynesboro, Pa. 


The Roaring Spring Blank Book Scholar- 
ship (1976). A grant has been provided by the 
Roaring Spring Blank Book Company to 
endow a scholarship fund of $5,000 available 
primarily to a student whose parent(s) is em- 
ployed by that company. Should no such stu- 
dent be enrolled at Juniata, the grant would 
be available to a student of need from Blair 
County enrolled in economics and business 
administration, with preference given to a 
student from Centra! High School, Martins- 
burg, Pa. 


The John T. Ryan Memorial Scholarship 
(1950). As a memorial to his late father, who 
attended Juniata in 1903, John T. Ryan, Jr., of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., has established a scholarship 
fund to provide financial assistance to young 
men and women from Huntingdon and Bed- 
ford Counties. Preference is given to resi- 
dents of the Broad Top Region, particularly 
the town of Dudley. 


The James A. Seil Ministerial Scholarship 
(1950). As a memorial to his father, Elder 
James A. Sell, the late Matthew W. Sell estab- 
lished a scholarship of $150 for young men 
and women preparing for the Christian min- 
istry or missionary service. 


The Jack M. Shuck Family Scholarship 
(1977). Donated by the Jack M. Shuck Family 
of Huntingdon, this award is valued at $250 
per year. It is credited to the student’s first- 
year tuition only and is granted to graduates 
of Huntingdon Area High School. 
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The Mary Kirk Spence Scholarship (1954). 
A scholarship of $200 was established in the 
name of the late Mary Kirk Spence, who was 
devoted to young people and their edu- 
cational progress. Preference is given to chil- 
dren of missionaries or ministers of the 
Church of the Brethren. 


The Christine Springer Scholarship Fund 
(1958). Established by the late Christine 
Springer, a Juniata student in 1904-05, this 
fund provides annual scholarships for ‘‘such 
worthy men and women of good character”’ 
as selected by the President of the College. 


Mr. and Mrs. P. M. Snider Scholarship 
(1976). A fund was established by the late P. 
M. ‘‘Mike’’ Snider, former director of athletics 
at Juniata, and his widow, Ruth, to provide 
financial assistance to students with need 
and with an interest in participating in ath- 
letics. 


Dr. and Mrs. Robert Steele Scholarship 
(1978). Through a bequest from the late Eliza- 
beth Smith Steele, formerly of McVeytown, 
Pa., a scholarship was established for grad- 
uates of the high school serving the McVey- 
town area. Preference is given to pre-medical 
or other science students. Should none of 
these qualify, the award goes to any other 
deserving student from the high school. 
Selection and the amount of the assistance is 
based on academic merit, financial need and 
soundness of character. Some $2,000 is 
available for qualified students each year. 


Surdna Foundation Scholarship (1976). 
The Surdna Foundation of New York City, 
established by the late John E. Andrus, estab- 
lished a scholarship fund for needy and 
worthy Juniata students with an endowment 
grant. Mr. Andrus had amassed a fortune in 
real estate and pharmaceutical investments. 





The Eva Workman Swigart Scholarship 
(1940). The late W. Emmert Swigart of Hunt- 
ingdon and his children established this 
scholarship in memory of their wife and 
mother. The income from an endowment fund 
is intended for music students. 


A. F. Tegen Scholarship Fund (1968). A 
General Public Utilities Scholarship, this 
honors Mr. A. F. Tegen, former Chairman of 
the Board of GPU. 


The James G. Thompson Memorial 
Scholarship Fund (1976). An endowment is 
being established in grateful memory of 
James G. Thompson, Huntingdon business 
and civic leader, by his widow, Mrs. Natalie L. 
Thompson, and the General Finance Service 
Corporation, of which he was co-founder and 
chairman. When the endowment has been 
completed, the income will be used each year 
to assist a meritorious student in need of sup- 
port. 


The Paul H. Tyson Memorial Scholarship 
Fund (1966). A scholarship fund was estab- 
lished by his friends and business associates 
to honor the memory of the late Paul Tyson 
‘37. The income is used annually to aid a 
worthy student, preferably from the vicinity of 
Spring City, Pa., to be selected by the Presi- 
dent of the College. 


Union National Bank and Trust Company 
100th Anniversary Annual Scholarship 
(1966). The Union National Bank and Trust 
Company of Huntingdon gives $500 to a stu- 
dent from Huntingdon County in honor of its 
100th Anniversary in 1966. Preference is given 
to a male student in business administration 
and economics. 


The Merle G. Werner Scholarship (1979). A 
scholarship is provided annually for worthy 
students in memory of the late Mrs. Werner by 
her son and daughter-in-law. Selection is 
made regardless of sex, religion or creed. 


The David Maurice Wertz Scholarships 
(1935). An endowment for two scholarships 
has been provided by the late D. M. Wertz of 
Waynesboro, Pa. Preference is given to men 
who are members of the Lutheran Church in 
America. 


The John C. Yenter Scholarship (1955). A 
fund was given to Juniata by the late John C. 
Yenter of Tyrone, Pa., to provide a scholar- 
ship for a needy student from Tyrone or 
Huntingdon. 


Levi K. Ziegler Memorial Scholarship Fund 
(1976). Initiated through gifts from the family 
and friends of the late Reverend Mr. Ziegler, 
this fund gives preference to Church of the 
Brethren students from Pennsylvania or 
Maryland. The ministry of Rev. Ziegler, a 1929 
Juniata graduate, spanned many years of 
service to the Church of the Brethren. He 
served pastorates primarily in Pennsylvania, 
including Shamokin, Williamsburg, Johns- 
town and Waynesboro, but also in Denton, 
Md., and New York. 
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Education vs. The Individual 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following address was 
delivered by Dr. Paul D. Schettler, Jr., the 1978 
Beachley Distinguished Professor, at the 
College’s Annual Awards Convocation fast 
spring. Its presentation marked the third year in 
which Beachley Addresses were offered at the 
Convocation. The first was delivered by Dr. J. 
Peter Trexler, professor of geology, and the 
second by Dr. Ronald L. Cherry '53, the Charles 
A. Dana Supported Professor of Economics and 
Business Administration. 

A member of Juniata’s chemistry faculty since 
1967, Dr. Schettler is now its Jacob H. and 
Rachel Brumbaugh Professor. He received the 
bachelor of science degree with high honors in 
chemistry from the University of Utah in 1958. He 
earned a Ph.D. in physical chemistry from Yale 
University in 1964. 


The chairman of Juniata’s chemistry depart- 
ment from 1975-78, Dr. Schetiler also has served 
as the director of several National Science Foun- 
dation Undergraduate Research Participation 
Grants and NSF Instructional Scientific Equip- 
ment Programs at Juniata. Currently, Dr. Schet- 
tler and a group of students are conducting 
research on extracting natural gas from shale. 


With the federal government's Department of 
Energy underscoring the significance of this 
research by providing almost a quarter of a 
million dollars in funding, Dr.Schettler and the 
Juniata students have made several important 
discoveries which have altered the previous Ssci- 
entific models regarding natural gas and Upper 
Devonian shale. 


The Beachley Award, of which Dr. Schettler’s 
was the 11th, provides a citation and a $1500 
stipend. It was established by Donovan RA. 
Beachley, Sr. '21, a Juniata trustee, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Donovan R. Beachley, Jr. ‘47, all of 
Hagerstown, Md. 


Announcement of the winner is made each 
year at Commencement. Nominations are invited 
from students, faculty, alumni and _ trustees. 
Selection is based on length of service to the 
College, contributions to one’s department and 
to the College as a whole, effectiveness as a 
teacher, contributions to student life and con- 
cern for student welfare, scholarly pursuits and 
effectiveness, and service beyond the campus.

For most of you seniors your life and life-style 
will undergo a profound and sudden shock as 
you leave the familiarity that Juniata has become 
and make the transition to what Is, as yet, largely 
unknown. The awards you have received and the 
degrees to be conferred at the end of the year 
are richly deserved because they represent the 
result of hard work, conflict and pain. Un- 
fortunately, these awards and degrees must at 
times seem like meager weapons against the 
uncertainties of the transitions that are sweeping 
down upon you. This is a season of deciding— 
deciding what job to take, which graduate 
school to attend, whether or when to marry, and 
where to move, to take a few examples. 

Your life will be inalterably changed by your 
responses to these challenges. Yet the criteria 
for definitive decision-making in these areas 
probably seems fuzzy and without definitive 
form. Ultimately you will make some decision 
based perhaps primarily on uncertainty and 
murky prediction, and then you will watch the 
detailed implications of that decision first unfold 
step by step and then become past history as 
the years progress. 

When you first came to Juniata you were 
probably somewhat uncertain of what to expect. 
The detailed implications of what an HEH, a 
value-centered unit and a program of emphasis 
are have become completely clear only in ret- 
rospect. No doubt as a freshman you were 
educated by the seniors of 1975 about the in’s 
and out’s of education at Juniata. If you got 
typical advice it was about three years outdated, 
i.e., valid for about 1972, and your feelings of 
uncertainty were probably only partially helped 
by that “education.” As you give advice to next 
year’s freshmen you can at best only educate 
them as to what happened last year and hope 
that by uncertain extrapolation they will be able 
to divine the future. It is not completely over- 
drawn to say that, in terms of undergraduate 
education, you and incoming freshmen stand 
back-to-back in the sense that you look 
backward to the Juniata that was, but they must 
look forward to the Juniata of the future. 

In a similar manner the college education 
that you have received is limited, in that it looks 
essentially backwards in time, whereas you, as 
an individual, primarily focus on the future. 
Education does and can deal only with past 
experiences. Of course, some of these ex- 
periences have patterns and the process of 


education focuses upon these patterns. Some 
patterns can be reflected indefinitely into the 
future; for others the extrapolation is of short 
duration, fuzzy or both. 

Newton's laws of motion are an example of 
patterns in nature that permit exact predictions 
far into the future. For example, one can predict 
the exact time of sunrise on January 16, 1980. 
The processes of predicting oil reserves, weath- 
er and political climate are examples, both in the 
natural and human realms, that are much less 
exact, and at this time all | can say is that it 
appears quite probable that | will be operating 
my house at some indeterminate lowered tem- 
perature on next January 16. In terms of ways to 
react to this murky prediction the views of the 
ultimate consequences of my choices are even 
fuzzier. Do | dig up my patio and install a bigger 
oil tank? Switch from oil to electric heat? Install a 
third wood stove? Buy a heat reclaimer and get 
free heat as advertised? Whatever decision | 
make, it will almost certainly be made with only 
partial information, and in this sense my 





decision-making is quite similar to decision-mak- 
ing in general, in that it is fraught with feelings of 
uncertainty. 

We walk backwards into our futures with our 
eyes glued to signposts in our past. Education 
determines the clarity with which we see these 
signposts and the accuracy with which we inter- 
rupt their meaning, but after all of that there 
remains uncertainty as to what the next step will 
really bring. For myself, | have always reacted 
with some frustration to this dichotomy of the 
time-backward arrow of education and the time- 
forward arrow of my thoughts and plans. 


In the second grade | reacted to a reading 
lesson by watching a wasp fly into the room and 
rise up in slow spirals until its wings brushed the 
ceiling. To my astonishment, the wasp then 
pitched forward in a precipitous, uncontrolled 
dive. It would take a foot or two to recover and 
then spiral slowly upward to repeat the process 
(| later observed a five- or six-foot drop for a 
particularly uncoordinated wasp). | was excited 
because the wasp’s behavior was very different 
from the behavior of common houseflies or cab- 
bage butterflies, which seemed to be able to 
flutter along the ceiling with abandon. My teach- 
er, however, was quite unexcited, and | spent the 
rest of the day in the supply room sitting in a 
corner. 

Actually, that was okay, as the wasp later 
buzzed in also and | was able to continue my 
observations unhindered by the distractions of 
learning to read. In short, | wanted to learn about 
wasps, whereas my teacher had this stupid 
fixation on some insipid reading text on Dick, 
Jane and Spot. This dichotomy between student 
interest and educational program goes beyond 
wasps and second grade, of course. The most 
difficult problem any teacher has to face is that of 
somehow making past experience palatable fare 
for forward-looking students. The conflict is real 
and severe; if it weren't, we would not need 
teachers, term papers, examinations, grading, 
awards and degrees. All we would need is 
libraries. 

A liberal application of coaxing from the 
teacher, report card pressure and examinations 
distracted me from wasps sufficiently to get me 
through Dick and Jane, at which point | suddenly 
discovered that | could read and immediately 
tried to dig into Fabre’s essays on insects. At a 
later period | found myself embroiled in an 
impassioned informal study of aerodynamics as 
a result of reading about the Wright brothers in 
an otherwise perfectly awful high school history 
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course. So it has gone, with much of my educa- 
tion seeming irrelevant and frustrating at the 
time, but with my finding, in retrospect, that most 
of it has been very useful and/or interesting. 


A couple of weeks ago, while reading about 
that 727 that tore a flap loose, barre! rolled, then 
plummeted 30,000 feet before being able to pull 
out, | thought of the wasp again. There is a 
fundamental similarity in both the dive of the 
wasp and the dive of the 727, in that both 
occurred when the air flow over the upper wing 
surface was disturbed, resulting in loss of lift of 
the wing. Recovery occurred only when tne pilot, 
or the wasp, was able to re-establish a laminar 
flow pattern over the lifting surfaces. With this 
parallel | suddenly felt redeemed in respect to 
the wasp experience. Any pre-man, ape-man or 
humanoid could have watched wasps bounce 
off trees in Africa two million years or so ago, but 
none of them would have made the laminar flow- 
turbulent flow-Boeing 727 connection. 


Unfortunately, this parallel is essentially use- 
less, but such idle thoughts are not always so. 
Albert Einstein used to ride to work at the Swiss 
patent office on a trolley. For some reason he 
Started to inquire or daydream about what he 
would see out the window if the trolley went 
faster and faster, approaching the speed of light. 
The final result of this initially idle investigation 
was special relativity, his famous E = mc? for- 
mula, and eventually the dawning of the nuclear 
age as the result of this equating of mass and 
energy. Incidentally, Einstein had been a medi- 
ocre student who had difficulties applying 
himself to his studies. 


This suggests a second way that individuals 
and the educational process come into conflict. 
We have to this point assumed that the ultimate 
goals of the Individual and of the educational 
process are the same and that conflict arose 
only because of the different perspective. How- 
ever, this similarity of goals is not always the 
case nor should it be, given the nature of some 
individual aspirations. Students’ thinking tends to 
focus upon the content area of a discipline. They 
make decisions to become doctors, or chemical 
engineers, for example. By this they seem to 
mean that they want to be called a doctor or a 
chemical engineer and receive the status and 
social position appropriate to the appellation. 
They assume that the appellation presumes a 
mentai library of facts and proceed to assimilate 
these facts at a feverish pace. They are unwit- 
tingly aided in this direction by many educational 


systems that themselves stress the acquisition of 
facts and courses. 

However, what tends to get lost in the shuffle 
is how the discipline is being (or ought to be) 
practiced. This can be broadened to include not 
only the practice of a vocation but also the 
practice of life itself. This shortcoming of certain 
styles of educational processes becomes ever- 
more glaring for materialistic, highly-competitive, 
success-oriented individuals who have a strong 
desire to do better than their neighbor, in that 
there is often a lack of proper concern in regard 
to the means of reaching goals. 


A cancer cell Is, in the individual sense, a 
successful cell. By a quirk in its DNA program- 
ming, it has a higher metabolic rate than its 
neighbors, grows faster, yields more progeny 
and uses more nutrients, and as time progresses 
it and its progeny become the dominating in- 
fluence of the host. However, the wages of these 
successes are death. A pessimist’s view of our 
society would include a vision of increasing 
materialism coupled with decreasing concern 
with how these goods are obtained. He would 
point out the increase in cheating, muggings, 
drug traffic and the rates of white-collar crime 
and semi-crime. He could posit a relationship 
between this and the decrease of the productivi- 
ty of our industries, and thus proceed to relate 
our social ills with the morality with which we 
pursue our individual notions of success. Add a 
contagious factor in which the sins of one en- 
courage others to trod similar paths and one 
arrives at a concept of societal cancer. 


Whether or not we are on the verge of death 
by societal cancer is a question that pessimists 
may debate but only the future will resolve. tn 
any event almost all of the reflective segments of 
our society are deeply concerned about a variety 
of nonproductive trends in it, and a plethora of 
governmental and institutional programs have 
been and are being set up to deal with real or 
imagined ills. Many of these are either a kind of 
societal pain killer or, like radiation therapy, have 
unintended effects that decrease the effective- 
ness of the healthy elements. Many programs 
are designed to provide a temporary “quick fix” 
to a problem so that an immediate political 
success can be claimed. For example, our gov- 
ernment often addresses the desires of small 
lobbying groups without full assessment of the 
relationship between these desires and their 
implications for the whole of our society. A 
broader perception is a much-needed key to our 


problems and, because we are a democracy, it 
must be widely disseminated. 

It is a strong tenet of Juniata College that the 
place for instilling these broader perspectives is 
our institutions of higher learning. Such an 
education clearly gets to the roots of many of our 
problems because they tend to arise from nar- 
rowing, or poorly communicated, perceptions. 

Unfortunately, the problems of teaching re- 
sponsible and ethical behavior in the American 
context become unmanageable in a system of 
mass education. In a homogeneous society, or 
within a society under the rules of a dictatorial 
central government, the teaching of a particular 
code of behavior can be done utilizing the im- 
personal tools of mass education. Sermons and 
lectures can be very effective when the listeners 
already accept the starting tenets of the speaker. 
However, modern Americans are quite diverse in 
their philosophical and religious ideas and quick 
to reject the necessity of ethical consequences 
that start from presuppositions different from 
their own, Attempts to instill a social insight that 
is broad and ethically-based results in strong 
student-faculty conflict when done within the 
mass education framework of large lectures and 
short-term and fractured student-faculty rela- 
tionships. The former can be combatted by 
increasing faculty, but the latter problem can be 
solved only by breaking the university up into a 
large number of small college components, thus 
assuring that the length of time of particular 
student-faculty contacts is of significant dura- 
tion. 

At Juniata, and probably at other small col- 
leges, we are not bound by mass education 
concepts and these problems can be addressed 
with greater success. In particular, lower 
student-faculty ratios permit student-faculty 
dialog on a number of issues. However, what is 
more important than the frequency of student- 
faculty discussions is their continuity. At Juniata, 
students develop friendships with individual fac- 
-ulty that last four years and beyond. Meaningful 


friendships can often be equated with deep and 
effective dialog, and this is particularly true in an 
environment wherein the curriculum itself is de- 
signed to introduce such issues in a variety of 
contexts. 

Well, | guess that it is about time to quit. 
When faced with a challenging assignment | 
usually start asking for advice. For this assign- 
ment | asked lots of people for suggestions and 
received them. One bit of advice that | got was to 
give the seniors some parting advice. | was 
reluctant to do this; then | discovered that | could 
sum up at the same time. So here goes. 

Advice # 1: As you walk backwards into your 
future, do so at a good brisk pace. Success 
stories are built upon bold steps properly timed. 
It is all too easy to hesitate because of the 
inherent uncertainty of the future, then to 
hesitate, hesitate, hesitate . . . until you suddenly 
discover that your future has walked away from 
yOu. 

Advice #2: Society is so constructed that 
the achievement of your individual aspirations 
will almost always contribute to the well-being of 
all of us. However, too avid a pursuit of some of 
the inducements set by society to mold your 
aspirations (money and status, for example) can 
negate these contributions and make you about 
as valuable to society aS a cancer is in your 
body. 

Advice #3: You are at a time in your life 
when you are making the transition from students 
to teachers, as professionals in some cases, as 
parents in most cases, all of you in some capaci- 
ty or another. The continuing success of these 
efforts is all that separates us from the man-ape 
vacantly staring at wasps on the African plain. 
But our continued success as a civilization de- 
pends upon our ability to bridge the gap 
between our past and our children’s future. We 
must be sensitive to that gap and the problems 
of dealing with it. 

Thank you for your induigence, and please 
accept my wishes for a pleasant transition.
